New Delhi, the 4th March 1955 
Subject; — Policy for January—June 1955 for certain items. 

No. 12-LT.C.(PN)/55.—As a sequel to the revision of duties in the 
Indian Finance Bill, 1955, in respect of certain items, it has been 
decided to revise the import policy for some of these items as indi¬ 
cated in the Annexure to this Public Notice. The entries in this 
Annexure follow the order of those given in the Policy Statement in 
Section II of the Red Book for the current licensing period, which may 
be deemed to have been amended accordingly. 

2. Established importers who have obtained their quota licences, 
or have already submitted their applications, are advised to submit 
fresh applications for additional licences on the basis of the revised- 
import policy. They need not submit fresh documentary evidence. It 
will be enough if they send with their applications, the exchange con¬ 
trol copy of the licence for January—June 1955, if already received, 
or quote the reference to the application already submitted for the 
current period. The Treasury Receipt for the requisite fee should, 
accompany the application. Established Importers who have not yet 
submitted their applications can make consolidated applications in 
the prescribed manner and form on the basis of their entitlement in- 
terms of the modifications now announced. 

3. Applications should reach the licensing authority as early as 
possible and in any case not later than the 15th April 1955.
